Bush: ‘I Take Responsibility’ 


Disaster exposed flaws in response system, president says 


WASHINGTON | President Bush for the first 
time took responsibility Tuesday for fed- 
eral government mistakes in dealing with 
Hurricane Katrina and suggested the calam- 
ity raised broader questions about the gov- 
ernment’s ability to handle both natural 
disasters and terror attacks. 

“Katrina exposed serious problems in our 
response capability at all levels of government,” 
Bush said at a joint White House news confer- 
ence with Iraqi President Jalal Talabani. 

“And to the extent that the federal gov- 
ernment didn’t fully do its job right, I take 
responsibility,” he said. 


Bush was responding 
to a reporter’s question 
as to whether the United 
States was capable of han- 
dling another sudden ter- 
rorist attack in light of 
its inadequate response 
to Katrina, which came 
with some warning. 

“Are we capable of dealing with a severe 
attack? That’s a very important question and 
it’s in the national interest that we find out what 


went on so we can better respond,” Bush said. 

Facing sharp criticism and the lowest 
approval ratings of his presidency. Bush 
scheduled a speech to the nation from 
Louisiana for Thursday evening. It will be 
his fourth trip to the devastated Gulf Coast 
since the storm struck two weeks ago. 

It was the closest Bush has come to pub- 
licly faulting any federal officials involved 
in the hurricane response, which has been 
widely criticized as disjointed and slow. Some 
federal officials have sought to blame state 
and local officials for being unprepared to

Nominee’s Views on Thorny Issues 


Tense exehanges as 
nominee fields queries 
on abortion, privacy 

WASHINGTON I Chief Justice nomi- 
nee John Roberts repeatedly refused 
to answer questions about abortion 
and other contentious issues at his 
confirmation hearing Tuesday tell- 
ing frustrated Democrats he would 
not discuss matters that could come 
before the Supreme Court. 

“I think nominees have to draw 
the line where they are most com- 
fortable,” said Roberts, who also side- 
stepped questions about civil rights, 
voting rights and the limits of presi- 
dential power in a long, occasionally 
antagonistic day in the witness chair. 

He did say past Supreme Court 
rulings carry weight, including the 
Roe V. Wade decision that legalized 
abortion in 1973. But the principle 
of court precedents allows for over- 
turning rulings, too, he said. 

Over and over, he assured law- 
makers his rulings would be guided

“The right to privacy is protected 
under the Constitution in various 
ways,” Roberts said at one point. 
Hours later, he said he agreed with 
a 3 8 -year- old high court ruling in 
a case involving contraceptives for 
married couples, a decision often 
cited as the underpinning for abor- 
tion rights. 

He said that if confronted with 
an abortion case, he would give full 
weight to the precedent of the land- 
mark ruling that established a wom- 
an’s right to end her pregnancy. 

The legal principle of “stare deci- 
sis” requires that, he said — but he 
also said the same principle allows 
past rulings to be overturned.

La. Deaths Climb Past 400 


Toll expected to rise 
as floodwaters recede, 
recovery continues 

NEW ORLEANS I Hurricane Katrina’s 
death toll in Louisiana jumped by 
more than half Tuesday to 423 as 
recovery workers turned more of 
their attention to gathering up and 
counting the corpses in a city all but 
emptied of the living. 

The state health department 
announced the new death toll, 
which represented a sharp increase 
from 279 a day before. 

The number of dead is all but 


certain to rise, because some flood- 
ed- out areas of the city have not 
been fully searched. But how high 
it might go is unclear. 

Mayor Ray Nagin said earlier 
this month that New Orleans could 
have 10,000 dead. But a street-by- 
street sweep of the city last week 
yielded far fewer bodies than feared. 

As of Monday, at least 236 peo- 
ple were reported dead elsewhere 
along the Gulf Coast, most of them 
in Mississippi. 

“Let me caution everyone: We 
have not done the secondary search- 
es in the areas where the water was 
the highest. So we still have a lot of

Nursing-Home Owners 
Charged in 34 Deaths 


BATON ROUGE, LA. | The husband- 
and-wife owners of a New Orleans- 
area nursing home where 34 people 
died in Hurricane Katrina’s floodwa- 
ters were charged Tuesday with neg- 
ligent homicide. The case represents 
the first major prosecution to come 
out of the disaster in New Orleans. 

The owners of St. Rita’s Nursing 
Home in the town of Chalmette 
“were asked if they wanted to 
move [the patients]. They did not. 
... In effect, their inaction result- 


ed in the deaths of these patients,” 
Louisiana Attorney General Charles 
Foti said. 

Salvador A. Mangano and his 
wife, Mable, surrendered and 
were jailed on 34 counts of negli- 
gent homicide. Each count carries 
up to five years in prison. 

The attorney general said he is 
also investigating the discovery of 
more than 40 corpses at flooded-out 
Memorial Medical Center, in New 
Orleans’ Uptown section, (ap)

Storm regains hurricane strength, takes aim 


WRIGHTSVILLE BEACH, N.C. I Vulnera- 
ble islands were evacuated and main- 
land schools were closed Tuesday 
as Ophelia again strengthened to 
a hurricane and wobbled closer to 
land with a threat of flooding rain. 

The National Hurricane Center 
upgraded the storm’s status Tuesday 
evening, saying maximum sustained 
winds had reached 75 mph, with 
higher gusts. The storm was graded 
a Category 1 hurricane, but the cen- 
ter said further strengthening was 
possible in the hours ahead. 

“I don’t really want to mess 


with it,” Bruce Mcllvaine of Logan 
Township, N. J., said as he packed 
to leave the Outer Banks’ Hatteras 
Island. “You’re on a spit of land a 
dozen miles into the ocean.” 

After taunting coastal residents 
for days, the storm appeared ready 
to move ashore, as heavy rain bat- 
tered South Carolina’s northern 
coast and the beaches of south- 
eastern North Carolina. At least 
six North Carolina counties ordered 
mandatory evacuations of some 
areas and seven others had volun- 
tary evacuations, paul nowell (ap)

Afghan Poll a Critical Test 

Hopes high for legislative vote despite violence 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Afghans 
aren’t used to resolving disputes 
through debate. For the past quar- 
ter-century, the preferred method of 
negotiation has been with a gun. 

But with an election Sunday 
to set up a new legislature, many 
people hope real change is in the 
air. They are enthusiastically gear- 
ing up to vote, optimistic the polls 
will ease deep ethnic and political 
tensions and marginalize a rejuve- 
nated Taliban insurgency. 

Signs of the election are every- 


where, from noisy campaign rallies 
snaking through dusty city streets 
to candidates’ posters on crumbling 
mud walls in remote villages. 

Even widespread violence has 
not prevented many hopeful politi- 
cians from stumping. Some women 
candidates in areas plagued by 
insurgent violence have sneaked 
from house to house to drum up 
support 

Logistical challenges are daunt- 
ing, too, including how to run a leg- 
islature when as much as 85 percent 


of the population is illiterate. 

“We will give each of those 
who win personal assistants who 
are literate. But it’s going to make 
things very hard,” top U.N. envoy 
Jean Arnault said. He added that 
he did not believe it would keep the 
legislature from functioning. 

Election results are not expected 
until mid- October, with donkeys 
and camels needed to collect bal- 
lots from some areas. Even when 
the results are announced, it likely 
will take time to ascertain where 
the power will lie in the legislature.

BEIJING I North Korea insisted 
Tuesday it will not give up its right 
to civilian nuclear programs, rais- 
ing questions about the possibility of 
a breakthrough as six-nation talks 
aimed at persuading Pyongyang 
to abandon its atomic weapons 
resumed after a five -week recess. 

Envoys from China, Japan, 
Russia, the United States and the 
two Koreas clasped hands togeth- 
er at a state guesthouse in Beijing 
before continuing the fourth round 
of talks since 2003 that have so far 
failed to resolve the standoff. 

Last month, negotiators took a 
break after a record 13 days of meet- 
ings ended without agreement on 
the North’s disarmament. 

Chief U.S. negotiator Chris- 
topher Hill saw the North Korean 
delegation briefly Tuesday and said 
he planned a full one-on-one ses- 
sion with them Wednesday. 

North Korean negotiator Kim 
Kye Gwan said before he left for 
Beijing that his country will not 
tolerate any obstruction to its 
right to a peaceful nuclear pro- 
gram, China’s official Xinhua News 
Agency reported, burt merman (ap) 


U.S. Widens Insurgent Raids in Iraq 


Kidnappers Nab 
Millionaire’s Kin 

AMSTERDAM, NETHERLANDS I 
Armed men broke into an upscale 
Amsterdam home and kidnapped 
the daughter of a millionaire whose 
fortune came from selling chemi- 
cals, including to Iraq in the 1980s, 
police said Tuesday. 

Police said the gunmen stormed 
into the home of Claudia Melchers, 
37, Monday and took her away. 

Kidnapping for ransom is rare 
in the Netherlands. Beer tycoon 
Freddie Heineken was abducted 
in 1983, for which the kidnappers 
were paid $10 million, (ap) 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | U.S. forces widened 
their operations against insurgents 
in northern Iraq on Tuesday, launch- 
ing an attack on the Euphrates 
River stronghold of Haditha only 
days after evicting militants from 
Tal Afar. Residents also reported 
American air strikes in the same 
region near Qaim. 

The Americans called in bomb- 
ing raids in Haditha, 140 miles 
northwest of the capital. They 
captured one militant with ties to 
al Qaeda and killed four others. 

In the volatile city of Qaim, 
residents said clashes broke out

between insurgents and coalition 
forces. The U.S. military did not 
confirm the air strike. 


In the south, a roadside bomb 
killed four people near Basra — an 
attack that was a twin to a dead- 
ly bombing in the area last week. 
Iraqi police said the dead were four 
American contract workers, but U.S. 
officials were unable to confirm the 
nationalities of the victims. 

As the offensive wound down 
in Tal Afar, American command- 
ers said U.S. and Iraqi forces cap- 
tured more than 400 suspected mil- 
itants in the operation. Separately, 
the Iraqi military on Tuesday said 
its troops had detained 36 others 
just south of Tal Afar, (ap)

Summit Goals Scaled Back 


U.N. adopts weakened 
reform document on 
eve of historic meeting 

UNITED NATIONS I The 191-member 
U.N. General Assembly on Tuesday 
adopted a watered-down docu- 
ment for world leaders to approve 
at a U.N. summit, shedding many 
of U.N. Secretary- General Kofi 
Annan’s ambitious goals after 
weeks of bitter debate. 

The compromise 35 -page doc- 
ument is supposed to galvanize 
global action to combat poverty 
and launch a major reform of the 
United Nations itself. But to reach a 
consensus, most of the text’s details 
were gutted in favor of abstract lan- 
guage. 

A definition of terrorism and 
details on how to replace the dis-

credited U.N. Commission on 
Human Rights will not be includ- 
ed. U.S.-led efforts to overhaul U.N. 
management have been diluted, 
while nuclear nonproliferation is 
not mentioned at all. 

“Obviously we didn’t get every- 
thing we wanted and with 191 
member states it’s not easy to get 


an agreement,” Annan said. “All of 
us would have wanted more but we 
can work with what we have been 
given, and it’s a step forward.” 

Diplomats called the document 
a breakthrough after several days 
of marathon negotiation. Several 
were pleased with the creation of a 
peace-building commission and a 
long section on development. That 
includes a mention of the desire by 
“many developed countries” to spend 
0.7 percent of their gross national 
product on development. 

The compromise on the debated 
document came as more than I60 
presidents, prime ministers, kings 
and their entourages descended 
upon New York for a three- day 
summit beginning Wednesday 
that will be the largest gather- 
ing of world leaders in history.

Few Rules Set at Egypt-Gaza Border 


RAFAH, GAZA STRIP I The Egypt- 
Gaza border was open for business 
Tuesday: cheap cigarettes, live goats 
and Egyptian tourists flooded into 
Gaza, and Gazans celebrating their 
new freedom rushed to Egyptian 
seaside resorts. 

Any semblance of order along the 
once heavily guarded frontier dis- 
integrated a day after Israeli troops 
left Gaza after 38 years. 

Israel told Egypt that it was 
growing concerned about pos- 
sible weapons smuggling, and 


Palestinian police promised to 
begin sealing the border. 

The border hopping began soon 
after Israel pulled out Monday as 
Palestinians went to see relatives on 
the Egyptian side of Rafah and boys 
jumped over to buy cigarettes with 
plans to sell them in Gaza. 

But what had been a trickle 
turned into a torrent Tuesday as 
news of the lax border security 
spread and Palestinians from all 
over Gaza headed to Rafah to 
cross into Egypt, (ap) 


Italian Court OKs 
Transfer of British 
Bombing Suspect 

LONDON I Italy’s highest court on 
Tuesday upheld the extradition to 
Britain of a suspect in the failed July 
21 London bombings, and Britain’s 
top law enforcement official said evi- 
dence indicates the suicide attack- 
ers in the deadly July 7 bombings 
had international links. 

The official. Home Secretary 
Charles Clarke, also told 
Parliament’s first 
public hearing 
about the attacks 
that hundreds of 
terror suspects 
are being close- 
ly monitored in 
Britain. 

Fourteen peo- 
ple have been charged in Britain 
in the July 21 botched bombings. 
Britain wants to extradite another 
suspect, Hamdi Issac, who is being 
held in Italy. 

On Tuesday, Italy’s top court 
upheld his extradition to Britain, 
said Paolo lorio, a lawyer for the 
British government. Issac is expect- 
ed to be transferred to Britain with- 
in 10 days, (ap)

New Energy Woes Ahead 


Damage to Gulf Coast 
could have big impact 
on natural gas supply 

BATON ROUGE, LA. | It may take 
months to fully resume natural 
gas production after Hurricane 
Katrina, top Bush administra- 
tion officials said Tuesday while 
expressing worries about short- 
ages this winter. 

Unlike with heating oil and gaso- 
line, there’s little ability to make up 
the difference with imports. 

“There are concerns about the 
supply of natural gas,” Energy 
Secretary Samuel Bodman said 


Tuesday, a week after an agency 
in his department predicted that 
natural gas prices in some parts 
of the country will be 71 percent 
higher than last winter. 

Bodman and Interior Secretary 
Gale Norton took a helicopter tour 
of the Gulf to observe the damage 
to oil platforms and flew over the 
Louisiana Offshore Oil Port, the ter- 
minal where huge oil tankers drop 
off their cargo miles offshore. 

Evidence that the recovery of 
the region’s oil production facili- 
ties is incomplete, at least half 
a dozen tankers were anchored 
near the port waiting to drop off 
their cargo. 


Norton said that 90 percent 
of the Gulf oil platforms will be 
capable of production by the end 
of the month. But she emphasized 
that there is widespread damage to 
onshore facilities that will hamper 
production beyond then. 

Both Cabinet members expressed 
concern about upcoming supplies 
of natural gas. 

Bodman said that “there is less 
known” about the extent of dam- 
age to underwater natural gas pipe- 
lines and it’s uncertain when those 
facilities will be up in full operation. 
He said it could be several months 
before the region’s natural gas sys- 
tem recovers, h. josef hebert (ap)

A state judge, ruling in a case that 
exposed the animosity between 
two high-tech titans, cleared the 
way Tuesday for a former Microsoft 
Corp. executive to perform most of 
the tasks rival Google Inc. had hired 
him to do.

Q&A I With such hits as “Glycerine” 
and “The Chemicals Between Us ” 
Gavin Rossdale rode a wave of suc- 
cess in the ’90s as the lead singer 
of Bush.

At the dinner table, 
a simple salad green 
turns over a new leaf 

Lettuce cups at a Chinese restau- 
rant seem like a cliche — a dish that 
easily falls under suspicion as one 
of those faux Chinese dishes made 
up for Western palates. 

In truth, it’s a bona fide tradi- 
tional dish, made popular in Hong 
Kong’s restaurants decades ago. It 
was a minor stroke of genius when 
Cantonese cooks took the yang of 
a hot stir-fry and added the yin of 
a cool leaf of lettuce. 

The marvelous contrast of the 
lettuce cup extends to the filling, 
which brings together crunchy veg- 
etables and tender meat — pork, 
chicken or squab, a bird with deli- 
cately flavored dark meat. Hoisin 
sauce is often served on the side, 
but the mark of a great filling is 
that the optional sauce is just that 
— optional. 
















Sure, you can find lettuce cups 
in restaurants, but make them 
at home and your effort will be 
rewarded amply. All a cook needs 
to do is bring in flavor right from 
the start, long before filling meets 
lettuce. Just because the Chinese 
restaurant around the corner blands 
it down doesn’t mean the possibili- 
ties aren’t great. 

It so happens that one of the 
most traditional Cantonese fillings 
is based on an intensely flavorful 
ingredient rarely seen on menus 
these days: dried oysters. 

These have a concentrated briny 
flavor, and Chinese cooks tend to 
use them sparingly, adding depth 
by using just a few of them in veg- 
etable stews or pork broths. Dried YIN AND YANG: Dried oysters and water chesnuts meet an average head of lettuce.

cups and you’ll see that they’re spe- 
cial for another reason: They require 
some time and effort. The cooking 
itself takes just a few minutes, but 
first you’ve got to gather up and 
slice, dice and grate the ingredi- 
ents. And unless you already have 
a Chinese pantry, you’ll have to go 
shopping. 

But you can mix and match let- 
tuces with fillings, and even venture 
past the usual suspects. 

Radicchio leaves, for example, 
set off a shrimp -artichoke filling 
beautifully. 

In this version, tender- crisp 
shrimp gets a flavor punch from 
lemongrass and a slight crunch 
from blanched artichoke hearts, 
which make a nice modern stand- 
in for bamboo shoots or water chest- 
nuts. The filling has added texture 
from crisp -fried rice vermicelli and 
a pleasantly bitter edge from the 
radicchio leaf (OK, radicchio isn’t 
really lettuce, but it works well as 
a cup). 

With lettuce cups, there’s no 
limit to playing with the flavors 
inside and out. Nor should there be. 
With a dish this fun to eat, making 
it should have a spirit of adventure 
— whether you’re coming up with 
your own modern version or trying 
an old recipe with exotic ingredients.

Inventor at Kodak 
ushered in new age 
of photography 

Steven Sasson knew right away in 
December 1975 that his 8 -pound, 
toaster-size contraption, which cap- 
tured a black-and-white image on 
a digital cassette tape at a resolu- 
tion of .01 megapixels, “was a little 
bit revolutionary.” 

When anyone asked, the 
Eastman Kodak Co. engineer ven- 
tured that it would become a com- 
mercial reality in 15 to 20 years. 

It would be a quarter century, 
though, before Kodak began to cap- 
italize on Sasson’s breakthrough: 
the first digital camera. 

In the meantime, the company 


that pioneered mass -market pho- 
tography was busily amassing more 
than 1,000 digital-imaging patents. 
Today, almost all digital cameras 
rely on those inventions. 

But Kodak’s transition to a new 
world of photography was hindered 
by a reluctance to phase out cellu- 
loid film. 

Not until 2001 did Kodak begin 
selling mass-market digital camer- 
as, though it leapfrogged Sony Corp.

and Canon Inc. in 2004 for the lead 
in U.S. digital camera sales. 

In the meantime, Sasson’s fanci- 
ful alternative has gone from scien- 
tific curiosity to high-end novelty to 
America’s most popular electron- 
ics gift, giving him unfamiliar star 


power late in his career and a few 
worries about his role in the steam- 
roller effects of innovation. 

After all, the toll of the digital- 
photography revolution on Kodak’s 
work force “is enormous.” 

“Every once in a while,” the gar- 


rulous, good-natured Sasson joked, 
“some of my friends say they’re going 
to put my statue up at Kodak Park” 
— the mammoth but now rapidly 
shrinking film-manufacturing hub 
that George Eastman began erect- 
ing here in the late 1800s. 

But when Sasson created the 
first digital camera in 1975, he 
was “met with a lot of curiosity, 
some annoyance,” he said. “Many 
times people talked about all the 
reasons why it would never happen. 
But there were many people that 
quietly looked at it and said, ‘Boy, 
it’s a long time, but I don’t see that 
it won’t happen.’” 

Sasson, now 55, never imagined 
as a relatively new Kodak hire in 
1975 all the dazzling ingredients 
that have, in just a few years, put 
digital cameras in 50 percent of 
American households: fiber optics, 
the Internet, personal computers, 
home printers, ben dobbin (ap)

Computer security 
students learn to 
fend off hack attacks 

In a dimly lit room on the second 
floor of an unassuming building in 
the D.C. suburbs, 18 students are 
learning hovy to hack into your 
computer. They knovy the codes 
that trick your naive hard drive into 
letting them in. They know the back 
roads that get them past firewalls. 
But fear not! These men and women 
want to use their powers for good. 
They’re students in George Mason 
University’s Network Security pro- 
gram, and they’re training to com- 
bat hackers that sneak through the 
Internet to steal information. 

“We look at this as being an anti- 
hacker course but on that you also 
have to be able to hack,” said Edgar 
Sibley, who teaches in the GMU pro- 
gram. Students who take the course, 
called Cyber Defense, must sign a 
contract saying they will not use 
the tools they learn to act illegal- 
ly. Instead, the students use their 
skills to fight the growing popula- 
tion of Internet criminals that lurk 
in the nooks and crannies of the 
Internet, propagating viruses and 
stealing private information. It’s 


hard to open a newspaper these 
days without seeing a story about 
some type of information theft or 
virus threat, and as the number of 
threats grows, so does the need for 
people who can protect against 
those threats. 

“This field has exploded over the 
past decade,” said Jeffrey Carpenter, 
who manages the CERT coordina- 
tion center, a coordination associa- 
tion for Internet security. He said 
there’s a large number of jobs in this 
area, especially for those who want 
to work for the government. In fact, 
the government offers full schol- 
arships through some area institu- 
tions, including GMU and Johns 
Hopkins University, in exchange 
for service. 

Though the field is relatively 
new, there are more than a dozen 
colleges and universities in the 
area that offer programs in infor- 
mation security. Some require no 
prior knowledge of computing tech- 
nology, such as those at Strayer and 
Trinity universities, while oth- 
ers won’t let you in unless you’ve 
already studied or worked in the 
field. Many offer courses in moni- 
toring networks, building firewalls 
and recognizing intrusions. Johns 
Hopkins University Information 


Security Institute offers a special- 
ized dual-master’s program with the 
Bloomberg School of Public Health 
at the university. Students in that 
program learn about privacy and 
information technology with a spe- 
cific focus on health records. 

Many of those in information 
security worked in computing before 
but wanted to learn different skills. 
“Security is an art form,” said Alfred 
Winner, a student in Cyber Defense 
at GMU who previously worked as 
a network designer. “You have to 
be able to understand the people 
who are going to attack you.” He’s 
already being recruited by govern- 
ment contractors. 

Wade Woolwine, who recently 
completed the Network Security 
program at Northern Virginia 
Community College, was previ- 
ously working as a Web site devel- 
oper and programmer. But informa- 
tion security “is a lot more fun and a 
lot more challenging,” he said. “The 
part of your brain that you use when 
figuring out a puzzle, that’s the part 
you use in network security.” 

The NVCC program, like oth- 
ers in the area, has a computer lab 
set up just for its network security 
students. The lab has its own serv- 
ers that create a self-contained

“internet” so that students can 
practice hacking and anti-hack- 
ing without disrupting normal 
Internet traffic. As part of its cul- 
minating requirement, students at 
NVCC examine the network of a 
local business (with the business’ 
consent) and figure out its vulner- 
abilities. They present their findings 
to the business and to a committee 
at the school. 

Most area programs are 
designed for those who are still 
working while going to school, 
with classes at night and on the 
weekends. Students often com- 
plete both master’s degrees and 
certificate programs in a year 
or two. For example, the typical 
student at NVCC is between 35 
and 40 years old, has some type 
of degree already and is looking 
for additional skills or to get into 
a new field, said Jerry Oney, the 
program director. Those who come 
in without a degree are sometimes 
admitted, he said, but they must get 
an associate’s degree before they 
can receive the program’s career 
certificate. 

There are a few programs in the 
area that offer a doctorate in infor- 
mation security. These, including 
GMU, Johns Hopkins and George 
Washington University, often part- 
ner with the government so their 
doctoral students can do real- 
world research while completing 
their degree. 

For GMU’s Sibley, the biggest 
problem is keeping his doctoral stu- 
dents from eager employers, anx- 
ious to recruit someone with a deep 
knowledge of security systems. “Our 
whole thing,” said Sibley, “is to have 
them understand the defense tools 
and how to use them.” Then, put 
them out into the world to defend 


Though the field of information 
security is relatively young there 
are many programs in this area 
for those who want to get into 
the field or just hone their skills.

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Courses can help you 
join the ranks of the 
biotech industry 

After graduating high school in 
Gaithersburg, Md., Jesse Francis, 
22, enrolled in Montgomery College 
and started shopping around for 
career ideas. After a brief fling with 
auto maintenance, he landed in a 
biotechnology course that had him 
riveted. “I was never thrilled about 
school,” Francis said. “With biotech 
classes, I can’t wait to see what I 
learn next.” 

Most continuing education bio- 
tech programs, like Montgomery 
College’s biotechnology associate’s 
degree, are relatively new and don’t 
yet have the track record of more 
established science programs. 
But biotech education, like the 
industry itself, has seen steady 
growth in recent years, and sev- 
eral Washington-area institutions 
have been developing programs to 
keep pace with industry needs. 

“Biotech was promising, and 
now it delivers,” Georgetown 
University program head Dr. 
Jack G. Chirikjian said. Most of 
the program’s students enroll for 
the same reason, he said: to capi- 
talize on an expanding field in a 
very well-positioned region indeed 
— Maryland boasts the fourth larg- 
est concentration of biotech com- 
panies in the country, according 
to the Biotechnology Industry 
Organization. 

Biotech is a diverse field with 
numerous subsets; two of the 
most prominent are pharmaceu- 
ticals and agriculture. But while 
one company might produce drugs 
that fight cancer and another papa- 
yas that fight plant disease, both 
need the same kinds of employ- 
ees for research, development and 
marketing jobs. 

Often, biotech jobs reflect the 
interdisciplinary nature of the 
field, combining traditional sci- 
ence, computers and business. 
Bioinformatics, for example, is 
the way in which complicated 
genomic information is sorted 
and managed with computer 
technology. In genome projects. 


bioinformatics specialists must 
develop methods to search and 
analyze huge amounts of genetic 
data in order to find patterns and 
understand gene sequences. 

Continuing education students 
have a few types of biotech pro- 
grams to choose from. Two-year 
degrees, like Montgomery College’s, 
cater to students with little or no 
science experience who either want 
to train for entry-level positions 
with biotech companies or pre- 
pare to transition into a bache- 
lor’s program. 

Certificate programs, on the 
other hand, give specific, hands- 
on training in various biotech tech- 
niques. These practical, skills -ori- 
ented programs are designed to 
train both students with mini- 
mal science experience and those 
already working in the biz who 
want to advance their careers. 

Professional science master’s 
programs are designed for students 


with solid science backgrounds 
who are interested in applying 
their knowledge toward research 
and managerial positions in the 
biotech industry. As the name 
suggests, these degrees are more 
practical than academic. 

Unlike traditional Ph.D. science 
tracks, American University’s pro- 
fessional science master’s program 
teaches students both the science 
and business sides of biotech to 
train “well-rounded scientists, but 
also good potential employees and 
good business people,” said direc- 
tor Dr. Chris Tudge. 

And PSMs are faster, of course: 
Going for a Ph.D. would have meant 
five or six more years, said American 
University biotech student Laura 
Cook, 26. “Even after you get your 
Ph.D., it’s hard to grow.” 

One advantage of biotech con- 
tinuing education is that students 
learn valuable skills that can

easily translate into jobs. At 
American, students do intern- 
ships in industry or government. 
Montgomery College students learn 
entry-level techniques such as DNA 
isolation, cell culture, toxicology 
testing and antibody production. 
These basic skills, along with a 
fundamental knowledge of biol- 
ogy, chemistry and mathematics, 
can help set them apart from the 
biotech workers performing more 
rudimentary manufacturing tasks. 
Additionally, the college helps place 
students in internships and jobs 
with area companies. 

While many tout biotech as 
the next information technology- 
like industry, important differenc- 
es have kept it from experiencing 
an IT-like boom. One is govern- 
ment regulation. For biotech com- 
panies, making billions on a new 
drug isn’t as simple as developing 
and selling the drug. Because of 
regulatory restrictions, it could 
take years for a product to reach 
the market, if it gets there at all. 
This means that biotech companies 
aren’t throwing money at employ- 
ees the way IT was in the 1990s. So 
while students fresh out of biotech 
programs probably can expect to 
find a job, the average salary — 
$22,000 to $32,000 for typical 
entry-level positions — might be 
disappointing. 

“For a while, a lot of displaced 


IT workers looked to biotech for 
the next IT boom,” Montgomery 
College biotechnology coordina- 
tor Collins Jones said. “But once 
they saw the salary, they weren’t 
too interested.” 

Yet once someone lands an 
entry-level job, the possibilities 
may open up. “[In biotech] it’s not 
where you start, but where you can 
progress,” Albert Kern, a former 
biotech company leader, said, add- 
ing that companies look for employ- 
ees with the kind of skills taught 
in continuing education programs. 
He said companies want workers 
with a good, basic understanding 
of lab work and techniques; then, 
they can train employees in-house 
for more specific work. 

While he’s taking classes at 
Montgomery College, Francis 
works as a laboratory assistant. 
He’s involved in the process that 
starts with animal cells and reduces 
and isolates until only raw genetic 
material remains. “It’s the blueprint 
of life,” Francis said. “That’s amaz- 
ing.” After completing his associ- 
ate’s degree from Montgomery 
College, Francis said he wants to 
move into the bachelor’s program 
at the University of Maryland. He 
said he’s excited about furthering 
his career in biotech because “it’s 
new and it’s challenging. . . . You can 
make [biotech products] to clean 
clothes better, or you can cure dis- 
eases.”

HR courses can help 
you pass an exam or 
launch a new career 

In the world of business, keeping 
your employees happy is almost as 
important as keeping your bosses 
happy. The job of both falls squarely 
on the shoulders of human resourc- 
es personnel, who must make sure 
that everybody, from the guy in the 
three-piece to the mailroom intern, 
is happy. 

“Human resources personnel are 
responsible for training, recruiting 
and retaining people for the life- 
cycle of the business,” said Scott 


Wilson, who teaches HR courses 
at George Mason University. 

Companies are paying abit more 
attention to retention these days, 
said Jen Jorgensen, spokesperson 
for the Society for Human Resource 
Management. “All great companies 
are constantly working on reten- 
tion because it’s always more effi- 
cient both financially and for the 
proprietary aspects of an organi- 
zation to retain employees rather 
than recruit new ones,” she said. 
“But I do think there has been a 
little more focus on this because we 
are dealing with things like skills 
gaps and labor shortages that we 
haven’t had to deal with before.” 


And, as workplace tension 
increases as a result of work- 
er violence and terrorism, HR 
managers are increasingly find- 
ing themselves also in the role of 
stress reducers. “We talk about 
stress in the workplace as part 
of our Health and Safety of the 
Employee course,” said Glenda 
Barrett, director of the graduate 
human resources certificate pro- 
gram at University of Maryland’s 
University College. 

Many employers prefer job can- 
didates to have one of the three pro- 
fessional certifications available to 
HR professionals. The Professional 
in Human Resources (PHR), Senior 


Professional in Human Resources 
(SPHR) or Global Professional in 
Human Resources (GPHR) desig- 
nations all require exams, admin- 
istered by the Human Resources 
Certification Institute (hrci.org), 
and may only be taken after at 
least two years experience in the 
field, depending on the exam. A 
goodly portion of local HR cours- 
es are thus devoted to teaching to 
the tests. 

Because everyone comes into 
the exams with such varied back- 
grounds, there really isn’t one 
best way to prepare, said Cornelia 
Springer of HCRI. Online courses, 
university prep classes and three- 


to-four day crash courses are all 
options. HRCI has an online out- 
line of everything that’s covered 
on the test, and any course should 
cover that information. There’s also 
a self-assessment on the HRCI Web 
site that can help pinpoint trouble 
spots for future study. 

Continuing education opportu- 
nities for HR professionals — or 
wannabes — mostly fall into two 
categories: those that prepare stu- 
dents for the certification tests, and 
those that teach specializations 
within the field. On the follow- 
ing pages, you’ll find several local 
programs for both HR newbies
